Music Education Program at the Faculty of Music 


In 1945, the Ontario Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion approached the Faculty of Music 
after noticing a deficit in music special¬ 
ists teaching in Ontario school boards. 
Their hope was that the Faculty of 
Music would be able to develop a 
program specially designed to qualify 
students to teach music at a second¬ 
ary level. Prior to this request, the 
Faculty of Music only offered one pro¬ 
gram, called General Music. The newly 
proposed “School Music” program 
would differ from the General Music 
program in its specific vocational goal, 
its increase in mandatory class time, 
and its more practical requirements. 
Arnold Walter, recently appointed by 
the RCM in 1945, and for whom Walter 
Hall is named for, was enlisted to head 
the new School Music program. His 
inspiration came primarily from Ameri¬ 
can music schools that had previously 
introduced similar education degrees 
and he recruited an impressive collec¬ 
tion of music educators, including Rob¬ 
ert Rosevear of the Eastman School 
of Music to help him. Rosevear intro¬ 
duced the plethora of practical music 
instrument courses that are still offered 
to music education majors today. 

In 1946, the program was officially of¬ 
fered as a three-year Bachelor of Music 
degree. To be admitted, students were 
required to present their High School 
Diploma, as well of proof of RCM 
Grade 8 piano and Grade 3 Harmony, 
or RCM Grade 6 piano, RCM Grade 6 
in any other instrument and Grade 3 
Harmony. The original course calendar 
included a variety of course require¬ 
ments similar to what music education 
students fulfill today like ear training, 
keyboard harmony, theory, and history 
of music. However, all students 


were required to take courses that 
qualified them to teach choir, band and 
orchestra classes. In the upper years, 
conducting and arranging classes were 
introduced. Unlike the current music 
education program, students were re¬ 
quired to take 3 hours of English every 
year, 3 hours of either French, History 
or Mathematics in their first year, and 3 
hours of Physics in their second year. 
Third year students were required to 
submit two vocal and two instrumental 
arrangements of musical numbers by 
the end of the school year to graduate. 
The first graduating class graduated 
in 1949 with a Bachelor of Music in 
School Music. There were 19 gradu¬ 
ates, 13 of which were men, and 6 of 
which were women. 

The program continued to grow and 
evolve. Eight years later, the Master of 
Music in Music Education program was 
offered for the first time in 1954. That 
same year, the School Music program 
was renamed Music Education. One of 
the first documented female instructors 
at the Faculty of Music, Doreen Hall, 
began teaching courses in elementary 
music education and Orff studies in 
1957. In the 1960s, the MusBac in 
Performance was offered for the first 
time and all undergraduate degrees 
were expanded from three years to 
four. Despite more specific programs 
being offered, the Music Education 
degree remained the most heavily 
subscribed of all the undergrad con¬ 
centrations from 1946 until the 1970s. 
The Faculty’s Music Education program 
has helped to create, and continues 
to create, a long list of remarkable and 
distinguished music educators.

Biographies 

Dr. Hilary Apfelstadt 

Hilary Apfelstadt is Director of Choral 
Activities and Professor of Conduct¬ 
ing at the University of Toronto where 
she was named the inaugural Faculty 
Teaching Excellence Award winner in 

2013. She holds the Elmer Iseler Chair 
in Conducting. Dr. Apfelstadt is also 
artistic director of Exultate Chamber 
Singers in Toronto. Raised in Nova 
Scotia, she earned degrees from the 
University of Toronto, the University of 
Illinois, and the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. She has led choral festivals in 
Europe, Canada and the U.S., includ¬ 
ing performances at Carnegie Hall and 
Lincoln Centre in New York. In 2009, 

Dr. Apfelstadt conducted the Mormon 
Tabernacle Choir in a live broadcast 

of “Music and the Spoken Word.’’ She 
has directed all-state choruses and 
honour choirs in 35 states and led both 
the 2011 Ontario Youth Choir and also 
the National Youth Choir of Canada in 

2014. For several years, Dr. Apfelstadt 
was a member of the Robert Shaw 
Festival Singers and recorded two 
Grammy award winning CDs with them 
in France. A prolific author, she has a 
forthcoming book on Canadian com¬ 
poser Ruth Watson Henderson slated 
for publication in 2017. 


Dr. Lori-Anne Dolloff 

Lori-Anne Dolloff is Coordinator of 
Music Education at the University of 
Toronto Faculty of Music, where she 
teaches courses at the undergraduate 
and graduate levels in choral con¬ 
ducting, music for children, narrative 
research, and Institutional response 
to the Truth and Reconciliation Com¬ 


mission of Canada (TRC). An organist 
and choir director, she is active as a 
conductor/clinician for festivals and 
school projects. Since 2009 Dr. Dolloff 
has travelled 2-3 times a year to Iqaluit 
to work with the schools and commu¬ 
nity organizations to develop singing 
programs that integrate traditional 
Inuktitut songs with Canadian folk song 
and classical traditions. She has been 
an invited keynote speaker at academic 
conferences in Canada, Gothenberg, 
Sweden, Boston, and Waitanga, New 
Zealand. 


Dr. Gillian MacKay 

Gillian MacKay is Professor of Music 
of the University of Toronto, where 
she conducts the Wind Ensemble and 
teaches undergraduate and graduate 
conducting. She has conducted hon¬ 
our bands throughout Canada, and is 
Associate Conductor of the Denis Wick 
Canadian Wind Orchestra. She adju¬ 
dicates regularly at regional, provincial, 
and national festivals in Canada, and 
has conducted honour ensembles and 
judged competitions in Korea, Singa¬ 
pore and Thailand. Also recognized as 
a conducting pedagogue, Dr. MacKay 
leads the University of Toronto Wind 
Conducting Symposium each July, and 
has been the guest instructor at other 
symposia. She is known for her work 
on the relationship between conducting 
and mime. Dr. MacKay holds degrees 
from the University of Lethbridge, the 
University of Calgary, McGill University, 
and Northwestern University. Previous¬ 
ly, she was the Director of the School of 
Music at the University of Windsor.

Dr. Jeffrey Reynolds 

Jeffrey Reynolds is a Senior Lecturer in 
Trumpet and Conducting. He stepped 
down after 5 years as Coordinator of 
the Performance Division and Faculty 
Advisor for the Advanced Certificate 
program. Over his 30 plus years at 
the Faculty of Music Dr. Reynolds has 
taught undergraduate courses in in¬ 
strumental education, chamber music, 
jazz education and jazz history, also 
conducting the Wind Symphony. He 
maintains a trumpet studio and has ap¬ 
peared as a trumpet player with various 
orchestras and chamber ensembles, 
and as a soloist. He has been a mem¬ 
ber of the Victoria Symphony, the Cal¬ 
gary Philharmonic, the Orchestra of the 
Royal Winnipeg Ballet and the Hamilton 
Philharmonic. His trumpet studies were 


with Arnold Jacobs, Vincent Cichovicz, 
Boyd Hood and Ward Coie. Dr. Reyn¬ 
olds adjudicates at festivals across 
Canada, appears as a guest conductor 
and clinician and for many years was 
the instructor of trumpet at the National 
Music Camp of Canada. Recent publi¬ 
cations include a pedagogy book in the 
Dummies series, Trumpet for Dummies, 
and The Royal Conservatory Repertoire 
Series for Trumpet, which he co-edited 
with Dr. Gillian MacKay. His articles 
appear in such journals as Canadian 
Winds, The Recorder, and the Journal 
of Aesthetic Education. After degrees in 
philosophy and music Dr. Reynolds re¬ 
ceived his doctorate from the University 
of Toronto in the philosophy of music 
education, with a focus on creativity in 
performance and pedagogy.
